piece* of property in the 
city of Madison i« about 


to b« sold to Zion City for the 
purposes ot the erection of a 
tabernacle, it wai learned to- 
day. Francis J. Cunningham, 
elder 
of Zion Citjr, 
-who h»t 


been in the city for a month or 
mor« looking for a site, today 
declared that he had a temor- 
ary option on the William Op- 
pel property on Bntlw «t-, sit- 
uated at the rear of the Capi- 
tal hotel. 


The property was originally 


the home of Ebenezer Peck one 
of the first settlers in Madison. 
A large white oak tree, JTTOTT- 
in£ on the lot, adds further his- 
toric significance to the prop- 
erty, for it was trader thJ* tree 
that Darwin Clark and Simeon 
Mills, two men whose names 
are linked indissolubly with the 
pioneer days -of Madison, took a 
night's lodging; after walking 


here for days through the -wil- 
derness. 


Mr. Cunningham, after se- 


curing permission from Build- 
ing Commissioner Phillip Eean, 
by phone to erect a building:, 
s»id he would get In touch with 
higKer officials at Zion City this 
afternoon to get permission «w 
close the deal. Mr. Oppel today 
said that the property, was 
worth about $20,000. A barn, 
used for a garage, standing on 
the property is worth from $2,- 
000 to $3,000, ho said. 


Should Zion City officials re- 


fnso to pay the price of the 
property, it probably will be se- 
cured for a short period of 
time, It was intimated. Should 
the property be bought by the 
Zionists, it is probable that th« 
old tree would be left intact.

WASHINGTON — The sentence 


of ten years' imprisonment imposed 
upon E. V. Debs, ' Socialist leader 
following his conviction of viola- 
ting the espionage act was com- 
muted today by Pres. Harding. 


Commutations of sentences of 24 


other persons convicted of wartime 
laws were announced. 


Debs, who several times was a 


candidate for president, was con- 
victed on three count* growing out 
of his alleged obstructionist activi- 
ties during the war, but when his 
apepal reached the supreme court 
that tribunal acted only upon one 
—that dealing with the interfer- 
ence with recruiting which 
the 


government charged resulted from 
the speeches of the Socialist leader. 


The president also granted par- 


dons to five 'former soldier*, effect- 
ive Christmas day. . 


Debs was ordered released from 


Atlanta* penitentiary by Pres. Hard-. 
ing .along with 23 other persons 
convicted of similar offensof.

site for two years and then return- 
ed to town. The site was in a sec- 
tion of uncleared land grants which, 
the government had just opened.

CLARENCE GREEN.' And in the 
body of the article you convey the 
idea that I had exerted influence in 
Green's behalf in getting the Board 
of Control to parole him. 


"There is no excuse for a news- 


paper to print such misinformation, 
when a mere casual inquiry at the 
Executive Office would have made it 
possible for you to have obtained 
the truth. Besides, it should 
at 


once occur ' to a newspaper man 
that the governor has the power to 
grant a parole under a conditional 
pardon, upon the application of any 
inmate of any penal 
institution, 


without any act of or intervention 
by the Board of Control, and with- 
out the advice 
or consent of the 


Board of Control. 
"I never knew Clarence Green; I 


never saw him or any of his fam- 
ily, and no one ever mentioned his 
name to me in connection with a 
parole or a pardon or anything else. 


"Out of regard for the truth and 


the dissemination of the .truth, I 
must ask that you. place this com- 
munication on the front page of the 
Capital Times in as conspicuous a 
place and as conspicuously headlin- 
ed as the article was placed convey- 
ing the misinformation." 


Mr. Holmes' statement follows: 
"My attention has been called to 


a two column story in The Capital 
Times of December 22, charging 
that "wires were pulled" to secure a 
parole for Clarence Green, serving 
i term in the Green Bay Reforma- 
x>ry for forgery. My name has 
seen mentioned in connection with 
;he story. In the interest °t PUD" 
ic truth I wish to *tate the facts 
of the case so far as I am con- 
cerned: 


"About 8'x Creeks ago Mrs. Clar- 


ence Green, came to my office; told 
me who sho was, and asked what 
procedure should be followed in se- 
curing a pardon for her husband, 
serving a seven year sentence in 
the Green Bay Reformatory for for- 
gery. I told her that very few ap- 
>lications for pardons were granted 
rom the reformatory; that usually 
,hese cases were handled by parole. 


'. further told her that any person 
lentenced to the reformatory, 
no 


matter for how long a term, was 
eligible for parole at the end of 
nine months, providing the prison- 
r had made a Grade A, record. 
"Mrs. Green told me that she was 


he mother of a nine months old 
>aby; that her husband had advised 
ler that he had made a Grade A 
•ecord in the reformatory; that she 
was having difficulty in making a 
iving and 
needed her husband's 


ielp tn support herself and baby. 


"I advised her not to hire a law- 


yer, that attorneys are not allow- 
d to appear before the board in ap- 
'lications for parole; that I did not 
elieve the board would parole her 
rasband however, unless she had 
ett«rs from the creditors stating.to 
he board of control that they had 
o objection to the parole. 
" 'I want ™y husband to be. a man 


and he will be a man when he is let 
jut,' declared Mrs.-Green. 'For the 
sake of my baby every dollar that 
has been defrauded will be paid 
back, no matter how long it takes. 
I intend to tell the creditors, and 
this has been agreed to by my hus- 
band, that when he is released, ev- 
ery month a part of his earnings 


will be put in trust with some per- 
son named by the board of control 
to pay back the debts. I intend to 
make a sacrifice in the necessities 
of the home, that-this money be paid 
back as only thus can my baby go 
into the world' without the finger of 
scorn being pointed at baby,' that 
her father defrauded people out of 
their money,' 


"This was commendable in this 


unfortunate little mother. I took 
her to the office of the board of con- 
trot and introduced her to M. J. 
Tappins, secretary, and told him 
that I wished he would explain the 
procedure to take in getting a pa- 
role application before the board. I 
called Mrs. Maude Otjen, the wom- 
an member of the board on-the tele- 
phone, and said that I wished sue 
would sec this young mother and in- 
vestigate the case. I never saw or 
spoke to any other member of the 
board and never mentioned the mat- 
ter to Gov. Blaine, because it is for 
the board to grant paroles,-—not the 
governor.
